Strikers Still Holding Out Ag ainst 
the Company . 


No Material Chang e in the Situa­ 
tion at the Yards. 


Trains Being Moved Without Po­ 
lice Protection. 


The Strikers in Session During the 
Morning Hours. 


T lie L o cal .Situation. 
The Missouri Pacific y ards arc no long er in 
the h ands ofj the strikers and switch eng ines 
are run in and out 
w ithout being molested. 
T he lig ht between 
the 
com pany and the 
K nig hts of Labor is practically at an end, 
althoug h official orders to that effect have 
cither not been received or are being withheld 
from the public. The strike has now reached 
t h a t point w here it does but little injury to the 
freig ht 
traffic of the road. 
This 
m orn­ 
ing 
four 
or 
five 
trains 
w ere 
sent 
out 
and it was 
not found necessary 
to 
run them under police protection. They p ass­ 
ed unm olested throug h the y ards and out of 
the city . The police g uard is still held at the 
y ards to afford protection to the com pany i t 
case the strikers assum e an ag g ressive spirit. 
For two day s, however, the officers have had 
nothing to do but stand g uard at Hickory street 
g rossing and patrol the y ards. 
W hen a Star rep o rter visited the railroad 
<§ Ards this m orning not a striker was visible 
•ind not 
m ore 
than a half-dozen

were 
play ing

act. 
T h e spectators who have been haunting the 
Beene of the strike for three w eeks past were 
forced to seek shelter from the chill breeze 
th a t sw ept in from the north. The strikers 
w ere holding a m eeting 
at th e ir hall on 
Twelfth street, which accounted for so few of 
th e m being neon about the y ards. The m e et­ 
ing was in session 
nearly 
all 
forenoon 
and 
im portant business 
was considered, 
b ut 
w hat 
eonelnsions 
wore 
arrived 
at 
could not 
be ascertained as the 
strikers 
would not talk. The railroad com pany is still 
eng ag ing new hands and it i.s ex pected th at 
all the vacancies will be filled within the nex t 
th ree o r four day s. F our y oung m en who 
w ere formerly em ploy ed on the road, returned 
to work this morning . The w ere not m em ­ 
bers of the Knig hts of Labor org anization, 
how ever, and were not. therefore, compelled 
to rem ain out until official orders w ere re- 
Seived. 
Speaking of the situation, an official of the 
jsond this m orning said 
to a S t ab r e p o r t e r : 
*'As soon as we can secure duplicates of the 
stolen parts of crippled eng ines, we will be 
prepared to handle freig ht its rapidly as it 
va s ever handled in these y ards, and in less 
th an tw enty -four hours we would have the 
y ards com pletely cleared of the cars that 
have been accum ulating during the strike.” 
T he new force has been increased during 
the past tw enty -four hours until now it num ­ 
b ers at least <10 ner cent of the old force. A 
few of the new force are old hands, but the 
m ost of them are workm en who w ere not e n­ 
g ag ed in the strike. This fact plain’y indi­ 
cates that many of the strikers will be un­ 
able to return to th eir old positions when the 
trouble is at. an end. for the simple reason that 
th e ir places have been taken by others.

The tract of land involved am ounts to 512,000 
acres worth fifteen or twenty million dollars. 
In 1 is 10 cong ress voted to Iowa one-half of 
the unsold public land ly ing in a strip ten 
miles wide, adjacent to the Des Moines river, 
to be selecte in odd num bered sections, to aid 
in the improvement of the navig ation of the 
river to the Raccoon forks. 
The river enters tlie state near the north­ 
west corner and runs diag onally across to 
the southeast corner. Tho capital of the state. 
Dos Moines, is about mid-leng th of the river, 
and is situated at the confluence of the Rac­ 
coon and Des Moines rivers. The lands in 
q uestion lie in tho strip north and west of tho 
capital. 
The Iowa leg islature accepted the g rant. 
Very soon the q uestion arose as to whether 
the act of cong ress g ave ’he state alternate 
sections of lands for the whole leng th of the 
Des Moines river, throug h tho state, or for 
only that portion below Raccoon fork.

And just here another party to the contest 
stepped in. This was the Dos Moines N avig a­ 
tion & Railroad company , which in 1854 made 
a contract with tho state to complete tho im ­ 
provement of tho river, estim ated to cost 
about one and a third million dollars, the state 
ag reeing to convey to the company all the 
land then or thereafter fo be certified to Iowa 
for improvement purposes. But in 1850 tlie 
com missioner of the g eneral land office and 
the secretary of the interior declined to ce rti­ 
fy any more lands under the g rant. The nav­ 
ig ation com pany therefore refused to g o 
on with the work, and the improvement of the 
Des Moines river was abandoned, the state 
convey ing to the com pany in 1859 all lands 
which had been certified to the state after 
Dec. 23, I8# 5i. It is under the deed g iven in 
this settlem ent that the navig ation company 
and its g rantees claim the lands in dispute. 
In 1 '•50 the q uestion was still farther com ­ 
plicated by a cong ressional g rant of lands to 
Iowa for four railroads across the state, three 
of which were to cro^s the disputed territory . 
As ¡1 result of this railroad g rant the q uestion 
as to the meaning of tiie g rant of 1 8 10 came 
before the suprem e court of the United States 
and in 1850 that, court, the hig hest tribunal 
in the country , held unanim ously that the 
g i ant of l su» was limited to Raccoon Fork, 
and that Litchfield who was g rantee of the 
navig ation company , had no title to the lands 
above that point. The United States land de­ 
partment thereon treated tho lands above 
Raccoon Fork as belong ing to the railroad 
companies under the g rant of is,>o. This un­ 
settled the titles of all occupants of these 
lands who had acted on the supposition that 
the g rant of 1840 g ave the state the lands 
above Itaceoon Fork. 
And now beg an a series of efforts fo settle 
this vex ed and complex matter. In 1S01 con­ 
g ress passed a joint resolution approved in 
IS02. to q uiet the titles by relinq uishing the 
claim of the United States to all lands which 
had been improperly certified to Iowa under 
the g rant of 1840. In 1802 cong ress passed 
an act g ranting Iowa indem nity for any such 
lands which the United States had already 
sold or otherwise disposed of. 
Still another 
arrang ement, known as the “Harvey settle­ 
m ent,” was made iu 1800. 
B a t theso settle­ 
ments of 1861. 1862 and 1800 did not apply to 
the 213.000 acres now in dispute, these lands 
being reg arded as lands in which the state 
had no rig ht for titles, nor had it assum ed to 
have. 
Nevertheless the United States su ­ 
preme court subseq uently held in several 
cases that the lands above tho Fort were 
either relinq uished to tho state or reserved 
from settlement. 
For many y ears cong ress has boen besieg ed 
to settle this m atter and confirm the titles of 
the men who in g ood faith located hom e­ 
steads or pre-emptive claims in this disputed 
territory , believing tho lands to be open to 
settlem ent. Bills for this purpose w ere pass­ 
ed by the house in the forty -third and forty - 
seventh cong resses, and by the senate in 
tiie Forty -eig hth cong ress. 
Such bills have 
usually , thoug h not alway s been reported fa­ 
vorably by committees. During the present 
session unusually strong efforts have been 
put forth for tho bill, resulting in its passag e. 
But a new and unforeseen difficulty was e n­ 
countered in the shape of the president’s 
veto. The chief g round on which the presi­ 
dent refuses to approve the bill is th a t con­ 
g ress should leg islate to set aside a decision 
of the suprem e court. The q uestion now is, 
can the bill g ot tho necessary two-thirds vote 
in tho senate and afterwards in tho house to 
pass it over the veto.

one

with the veto to which attention has not been 
called. Mr. Garland as attorney g eneral is 
now the president’s chief leg al advisor. Mr. 
Garland as senator reported the Des Moines 
river land bill to the senate in the Forty - 
six th cong ress adversely . 
It is easy to infer 
where the president 
looked 
for inform a­ 
tion reg arding the m erits of tho bill, and it is 
not difficult to g uess w hat sort of advice he 
g ot. New York parties now control the pre­ 
tended titles to these lands. 
"The veto is a g reat blow to the Iowa D em ­ 
ocracy .” ex claimed ex -M ay or Vaug han, of 
Council Bluffs, “and I fear a g reat Republi­ 
can wave will sweep over the state this fall.”
